SHARON. Pa.,. March 19.—James P. 
Whitla, with the great fortunes of his 
millionaire relatives at ‘his ‘command, 
has taken personal charge of the nation- 
wide search for his 8-year-old son, Wil- 
liam, who was kidnaped from the Hast 
Side School here yesterday. Pennsyl- 
vania State constabulary, special police 
in all the cities of Ohio and Pennsy!l- 
vania #¢nd Pinkerton detectives are en- 
gaged in the hunt. 

Frank H. Buhl, millionaire iron and 
steel manufacturer, uncle of the boy, 
said today that he would spend $100,000 
to recover his nephew, whom the kid- 
napers said they would return for $10,000. 
The buggy in which the boy was taken 
from the school hav been recovered at 
Warren. O., and one man is under ar- 
rest there as a suspect, awaiting identi- 
fication. 

The rig with which the boy was Car- 
ried away was hired in South Sharon 
at 8 o'clock yesterday morning by a 
short, heavy-set man with a black mus- 
tache. He said he wanted .to do some 
caHecting and would return about neon. 


Evidénce found™at “Warren “indicates | 


the boy was drugged by his kidnapers. 
Mrs. Mary Walker, who lives at How- 
land Hill, a few miles outside Warren, 
saw a vig like that driven by the kid- 
napers. There was one man in the 
buggy at that time, and the boy lay 
back in the seat wrapped in blankets. 
This was on the State road, straight 
from Sharon to Warren. 
Boy Probably in Youngstown, 

The police believe that when the horse 
and carriage were abandoned there the 
boy was turned over to confederates at 
Youngstowh, so that the men who did 
the actual kidnapping might continue 
their flight unhampered. 

Youngstown is one of the four places 
where the kidnapers told the boy’s fa- 
ther to advertise in the newspapers his 
willingness to comply with their de- 
mand for $10,000 as the price of his 
child. This belief is supported by the 
fact that persons who saw the rig go- 
ing through Youngstown remember that 
a boy about Billy's age Was on the 
knee*of one man, while beyond Youngs- 
town the supposed kidnapers were seen 
without the boy. 

The Cleveland police learned teday 
that two men answering the description 
of the kidnapers asked the station mas- 
ters at Warren the time of trains leav- 
ing Youngstown for Cleveland. For 
these reasons the police believe that 
while the search for the boy must be 
conducted near his home, the kidnapers 
may lead them a chase over the conti- 
nent. 

The police are proceeding on the 
theory that the boy is in Youngstown or 
somewhere near and the men hiding 
either in Cleveland or Indianapolis. The 
latter place was the furthest of the 
cities in which Mr. Whitla was directed 
to advertise his readiness to pay the 
ransom. 

A squad of Pennsylvania State con- 
stabulary reached here today from 
Punxsutawney to assist in the search. 

The father, dry-eyed and full of the 
fighting spirit, sits in his office here 
directing the extensive search. He Is 
in constant cemmunication with near- 
by towns and orders every clew, no 
matter how slight, run down. Mr. 
Whitla refuses to divulge the letter he 
received from the extortionists in its 
entirety. “He is greatly depressed and 
said that he would surrender everything 
he owns if it would effect the immedi- 
ate restoration to him of his boy. 

Will Gladly Pay the Ransom. 

“I will endeavor to get in communica- 
ion with my boy’s abductors,"’ he added. 
“It looks as though they would put a 
into execution Advice 
is good, but perhaps time .-is too short 
in this to disregard threatg. If money 
will bring back the boy, then I will 
readily pay the $10,000."’ 

The mother is prostrated at the Whitla 
home. She did not sieep last night and 
today clings pathetically to her daugh- 
ter, Salina, 10 years old. The mother 
refused to allow the girl to go to school 
today, the same school’from which her 
boy was kidnaped yesterday, and sits 
with her arms about the child.

E. Hasselbach Must Pay Wife 
$12 a Week Until Trial, De- 
spite Novel Plea. 





Edgar Hasselbacn has spent so much 
money paying detectives to shadow his 
wife, and spent sO much time shadow- 
ing her himself that his grocery busi- 
ness at 921 Clarendon avenue dwindled 
to almost nothing, and he became 
heavily involved in debt, according to 
his own testimony Friday in Judge Mc- 
Quillan’s division of the Circuit Court.

The Hasselbachs lived at 5253 Ray- 
mond avenue until last fall, when Mr. 
Hasselbach put her out of the house 
one evening and, according to her own 
statement, she spont the night beside 
a bonfire which she built in the yard to 
keep herself warm. 

Mr. Hasselbach accuses her of be- 
ing untrue. While he was on the wit- 
ness stand Wednesday, resisting her 
application for a temporary alimony, 
he was asked by her attorney: 
-.“How much have you spent in the 
last few months paying detectives to 
shadow your wife? 

“About $500; and I spent a good deal 
of time following her myself. She 
was hard to catch, but I caught her 
all right.” 

‘He testified that she confessed to 
him that she did not love him, but 
did love another man, a lawyer whose 
name was not disclosed by Mr. Has- 
selbach. 

Had $12,000 in Mortgages. 

Mrs. Hasselbach denies all these alle- 
gations and says she has been a good 
wife. She testified Wednesday that hér 
husband had a good grocery business, 
that he owned mortgages aggregating 
$12,000, and was well off. She said 
that when she was 18 years old, her 
mother, who lives in Belleville, Ill., gave 
her a note for $1000, which her hus- 
band took from her. At this point John 
J. O’Connor, attorney for Mr. Hassel- 
bach, stepped up to the witness stand 
with a slip of paper in his outstretched 
hand. 

‘‘Allow me to surprise you with a pres- 
ent of $1000," he said. It was the note 
for $1000. Mrs. Hasselbach took it. 

The trial of the divorce case will come 
up later. In the meantime Mrs. Hassel- 
bach is living with friends and Mr. Has- 
selbach is living with their two children 
in the family home at. 5253 Raymond 
avenue.

C. Marquard Forster, manager of the 
Wainwright, Lafayette, Hyde Park and 
City breweries, told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter Friday the story of the meeting 
of Frederick H. Kreismann, the Repub- 
lican candidate for Mayor, with the em- 
ployes in the four breweries. The Dem- 
ocrats are using the conference between 
Mr. Forster's employes and Mr. Kreis- 
mamh to illustrate what they consider 
the unfriendliness of the brewery in- 
terests to William F. Woerner, the 
Democratic candidate. 

Mr. Forster, who has been a lifelong 
Democrat, said he is supporting Mr. 
Kreismann for Mayor and will do ev- 
erything he can, personally, to elect 
him. 

“I have known Mr. Kreismann for 
muny years,” said Mr. Forster. ‘He 
and I are good friends, having been as- 
sociates in the Lincoln Trust Co, I 
think he is a good man for Mayor, and 
I am going to vote for him and help 
him in any way I can. 

Invited to Meet Employes. 

“Once a month we have a confer- 
ence of the employes of the Wainwright, 
Lafayette, Hyde Park and City brew- 
eries, all of which are under my man- 
agement.

AUSTRIA FIXING BASE 





Volunteer Corps Autos Ready 
on Hint They Will Be 
Needed Monday. 





BERLIN, March 19.—A_ semi-official 
communication appearing in the Cologne 
Gazette today describes the situation 


between Austria-Hungary and Servia as 
most pessimistic in the matter of the 
maintenance of peace, but it is hopeful 
that the conflict, should one arise, may 
be localized. The communication says: 

‘While attempts have been made in 
several quarters to aid the solution of 
the crisis, a contrary course is being fol- 
lowed in Servia. Mild advice is not 
likely to serve any purpose at Belgrade; 
severe pressure from the powers, espe- 
cially Russia, is necessary to bring the 
Servians to reason. The construction 
placed by Great Britain on the Russian 
note, calling an international confer- 
ence on the  Bosnian-Herzegovinian 
question, serves only to stiffen Servia’s 
backbone for resistance. 

‘‘The Russian proposals are not calcu- 
lated te serve the ends of peace. The 
military situation is so critical that per- 
haps only a few days will pass before 
Austrian “troops march into Servia. 

“It is questionable whether the hon- 
est endeavors of seme of the powers 
yet will succeed in preventing an out- 
break of war, but it is hoped the con- 
flict may be localized.”

VIENNA, March 19.—‘‘'We cannot give 


up the hope that at the last moment 
reason will conquer, but Austria cannot 
afford to neglect one preparation, one 
precaution.” '

mous response of the few Austrians of 
note who would allow themselves to 
be interviewed foday by the Vienna cor- 
respondent of the Post-Dispatch in re- 
gard to possible war with Servia. 

Although they hope, these gay Vien- 
fiese, always willing to dismiss 4 ser- 
ious subject with a witty word, have 
become nervous, despairing, with not 
one spark of”*enthusiasm on the only 
topic of conversation that was possible 
today, for everybody realizes that war 
would bring only loss, there being no 
chance for compensation. 

The automobiles owned by the volun- 
teer corps are being made ready for 
active service, their ewners having re- 
ceived an intimation that they may be 
wanted next Monday. 


Getting Headquarters Ready. 

The Hungarian newspapers report that 
Cavalry General Baron Albori has ar- 
rived in Temesvar, accompanied by a 
numerous suite and staff of officers and 
is getting ready what later will be his 
headquarters. Temesvar is a fortified 
town in Hungary, about eighty miles 
north of Belgrade. 

It is a surprising fact that the Buda- 
pest newspapers are permitted to pub- 
lish all sorts of news, but the Austrian 
newspapers are threatened With confis- 
cation if they make any reference to the 
mevement of troops. Five hours after 
publication the Budapest newspapers 
reach Vienna and there is constant tele- 
phone communication between the two 
cities. 

The Servian Government issued today 
an order forbidding the newspapers to 
report any movements of troops.

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A WOMAN’S TESTIMONY. 


The conflicts and rigors of politics in women’s 
clubs are wearing on feminine nerves and there- 


suicide; so Mrs. Henfy Hiestand testified before 
the Chicago Woman’s Glub. She followed the 
testimony with the logical recommendation that 
women under 30—are there any over it?—should 
foreswear clubs. A second conclusion, equally 
logical, but embarrassing, was that women for the 
same reason should not be given the ballot.

INETEEN HUNDRED AND FIFTY-THREE years ago this week per- 


ished by the Black Hand Julius Caesar, dictator of Rome. 


This is an 


old story, but the causes.for which he died we have always with us—these 
being nothing less than a square deal for the people, deep water to the sea, 


and a canal across an isthmus. 


We are accustomed to judging Brutus and the rest harshly, and it must 
be admitted that murder is never justified. But if a square deal for the people, 
deep water and an inter-oceanic canal are trying problems today, what must 
they have been 2000 years ago? We have just seen the effort for a square 
deal cost us prosperity. and attempt to dig a canal cost us the freedom of our 


press. 


And this in the twentieth century, after long and painful experience! 


Yet the difference between our own enterprises and those of Caesar is 
surprisingly slight. Caesar wanted to drain the marshes of Pomentiam and 
Setia and let the poor people have them for truck gardens and farms. He pro- 
posed a canal through the isthmus upon which Corinth stood. He planned to 
divert the Tiber directly to Circeii, and so into the sea near Tarracina. How

ERHAPS that hydra-headed betting bugbear will again be resuscitated 
when the shepherds of the baseball game observe thatthe once famous 
owner of race horses and poolroom magnate, George C. Bennett, has 
Like a midnight lobster on a slumberer’s 


bosom, the fear that racing men, driven from their own specialty into base- 
ball, might corrupt the national game by spreading the speculative angle of it, 
has created nightmare among the credulous. 


But racing ideas cannot be introduced 
into baseball very strongly, it must be 
remembered, and even if they could, it 
is doubtful if any harm could ensue. 
The possibilities of betting on baseball 
are limited, from a slate-making stand- 
ard. 

In any case, men of the caliber of 
George C. Bennett should be welcome in 
any sport. Mr. Bennett was for years 
owner of some of the best thorough- 


breds of the day. Little Scout, Au 

Revoir and the great mare Dishabille 
were some of the noted horses to carry 
the green and white djamonds that made 
this stable famous for years. 

Mr. Bennett’s purchase of the New 
Orleans franchise may be the forerun- 
ner of many other purchases of base- 
ball properties by racing men now with- 
out a country. But baseball, fortunate- 
‘ly, is a game that is bigger than its 
promoters. Unlike racing, it does not 
depend for its existence on the commis- 
sions from betting. It is close to the 
jearts of the people and as long as 
youngsters continue to play the game 
in public school grounds and on the 
lots just so long will there be a de- 
mand for this ‘sport.

b | prodneed in court balance sheets from 
the books of Miller & Co., another 
brokerage house, with which the woman 
dealt before she became a client of Ball 
& Whicher. The sheets showed that 
Mrs. McDonald traded with that firm 
to the extent of about $500,000 in sales 
and purchases, and that she cleaned up 
a small fortune. 


Transactions in Milliens, 
It was also brought out that she was 


a heavy trader with A. O. Brown & Co. 
before that firm went to pieces. It 
was estimated from the figures that 
Mrs. McDonald traded in stocks to the 
extent of about $1,000,000 on margins, 
and that she always got out in time to 
have a balance to her credit. 

Oscar Hoyt, uptown manager for Ball 
& Whicher when Mrs. McDonald was 
playing the market heavily, testified that 
the woman did it without the knowledge 
of her husband. He said she was in 
constant fear that her husband would 
learn of her operations because he dealt 
with the same brokers. 

It appeared from what the witness 
said that Mrs. McDonald would perhaps 
buy a block of stock that her husband 
was selling at the same moment, and 
neither knew the other one was specu- 
lating. The trips of the two to the 
broker’s office were so frequent, it was 
brought out that Mrs. McDonald asked 
Hoyt whether he could not arrange it so 
that her operations could be kept secret 
from her husband. Hoyt said he told 
her he would fix it all right, and her 
account would thereafter be known as 
“No. 112."

IMMORAL AND ABSURD 


Free Lunch Counter and State 
Foundling Asylum Its 
Real Goal. 


NEW YORK, March 18.—In the first 
signed article published in this week's 
Outlook, entitled “Socialism; Where We 
Cannot Work with socialists,’’ former 
President Theodore Roosevelt bitterly 
attacks socialism as at present prac- 
ticed throughout the world. 

After discussing the general problems, 
he says in part: 

“With those self-styled Socialists 
with whom socialism is a vaguely con- 
cealed catch-word and who use it to ex- 
press their discontent with existing 
wrongs and their purpose to correct 
them, there is not much need of discus- 
sion. So far as they make any propo- 
sals which are not foolish and which 
tend toward betterment, We can act 
with them. 

“But the real, logical, advanced So- 
clalists, who teach their faith both as 
a creed and a party platform, may de- 
ceive to their ruin decent and well- 
meaning but short-sighted men, and 
there is need of plain speaking in or- 
der accurately to show the trend of 
their teaching. 


Doctrines Immoral and Absurd, 

“The immorality and absurdity of the 
doctrines of socialism as propounded by 
these advanced Socialists are quite as 
great as those of the advocates, if such 
there be, of an unlimited individualism. 

“Indeed, these thoroughgoing Social- 
ists occcupy, in relation to all morality, 
and especially to domestic morality, a 
position so revolting—and I choose my 
words carefully—that it is difficult even 
to discuss it in a reputable paper. In 
America the leaders, even of this type, 
have usually been cautious about stat- 
ing frankly that they proposed to sub- 
stitute free love for marriage and fam- 
ily life as we have it, although many 
of them do in a roundabout way uphold 
this position. 

“In places on the continent of Europe, 
however, they are more straighforward, 
their attitude being that of one of the 
extreme French Socialist writers, M. 
Gabriel de Ville, who announces that the 
Socialists intend to do away with both 
immorality and marriage, which he re- 
gards as equally wicked—his method of 
doing away with immorality being to 
make unchastity universal.’’ 

Mr. dRoosevelt then discusses the doe 
trines as held by Prof. Carl Pearson, 
the English Socialist, Flinders Petrie 
and others, as shewing that socialism 
means just this. He then says: 

“Of course, in practice, such a system 
would not work at all; and, incidentally, 
the mere attempt to realize it would ne- 
cessarily be accoinpanied by corruption. 

“In other words, on the social and do- 
mestic side, doctrinaire socialism would 
replace the family and home life by a 
glorified state of free lunch counter 
and state foundling asylum, deliberately 
enthroning self-indulgence as the ideal, 
with, on the darker side, the absolute 
abandonment of all morality as between 
man and woman, while in place of what 
socialists are pleased te call ‘wage slav- 
ery’ there would be created a system 
which would necessitate either the 
prompt dying out of the community 
through sheer starvation or an iron des- 
potism over all workers, compared to 
which any slavery system of the past 
would seem beneficent because less ut- 
terly hopeless.’’
